In pursuance of an information, the officers of the Tirulhu- 
raipoondi Customs Preventive Party organised a road-block 
on the Alangudi cross-roads on the night of 7-2^1981 around 
10.00 P.M. They sighted an ambassador car speeding from 
Nagapallinam side towards Tiruthuraipoondi. The road-lights 
were off then and despite signals given by the Customs -Offi- 
cers to stop the cur, it proceeded with great speed. Shri R, 
Gopalakrishnan, Sepoy and Sliri S. Ramalingam, Havaldar 
stood in the middle of the road signalling Ihe car to stop. 
The car dimmed its lights and rammed against the Customs 
staff. These two officers sustained serious injuries, as the 
car knocked them down and sped a few yards further before 
colliding against a tice and coming to a halt. Shri R, Gopula- 
krishnan, Sepoy collapsed on the spot and Shri S. Ramalingam, 
Haviildar who sustained multiple injuries was removed to 
Tanjore Hospital, where he underwent prolonged treatment 
and even now he is not able to walk properly without help. 
The car which came to a halt after hitting a tree was examined 
and smuggled textiles worth Rs. 54,000 hidden in the car and 
the car valued about Rs. 20.000 were also seized.
